Scandinavian states and Holland, 
Which nestle against Germany on the 
east and north. 

Though Spain has certainly sent 
her protest, Senor Merry Del Val, 
the Spanish Ambassador here, had 
received no word of this action up 
to noon today. In fact, Spaniards 
here were inclined to believe that 
several days would be occupied with 
consideration of the matter.

Germans, Austrians, Russians and 
other foreigners crowded into the 
office of the United States District 
Court clerk, yesterday, to file the 
initial papers necessary before re- 
nouncing their allegiance to numer- 
ous kings and potentates. 

The national crisis, involving a 
possible war with Germahy, and 
other nations, is given as the cause 
of the rush, it being the opinion of 
aliens that a declaration ot inten- 
tion to become an American citizen 
will shield them from service at 
the front “somewhere” in Europe. 

But the effect of such declaration 
is nil, authorities say, so far as an 
escape from service in behalf of the 
mother country is concerned, and if 
war is declared against Germany 
there -will be no naturalization of 
any foreigners uftil the close of pos- 
sible hostilities.

NEW STRAUSS WORK GIVEN ITS 
FIRST PERFORMANCE HERE. 


By Edwin Schallert. 

Equipped with all the necessary. 
accessories, in the shape of «a 
thunder drum, a wind machine, and 
extra kettle, drums, horns, etc., the 
Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra, 
under the sure direction of their 
guide, Emil Oberhoffer, last night 
at Trinity Auditorium, assailed the 
giacial heights of Richard Strauss 
“Alpine Symphony.” From a musi- 
cal standpoint the event was one of 
the biggest that has taken place in 
many moons. Strausss work, which 
was finished about the end of the 
war, is the latest orchestral com- 
position of a composer whose every 
new achievement has been some- 
thing of a sensation, as witness 
“Salome” and “Elektra,” which 
have in their time created a posi- 
tive furore. With these facts in 


local premiere, following but a com- 
paratively short time after the work 
had been given to the public, should 


have been attended by an audience 
of brilliance. Musicians more 
strongly represented 1 prob- 


ability than at any local event in a 
long time. 

Aside from the fact that it . 
fords forty-five minutes of the most 
startling effects, I find the Strauss 
“Alpine Symphony“ a trifie ald-fash- 
loned in idea of structure. There 
was a time when we went to hear 
the band at a holiday resort or in 
our own home town create just such 
a piece of musical stage business un- t 
der the name of “descriptive music.“ | 
The only difference between the “Al- 
pine Symphony” and this “descrip- | 
tive music” is that the latter was/ 
hammered together by some poor 
forlorn writer of notes, while the 
“Alpine” is the master-stroke of a 
daring genius of harmonic effects 
and orchestration. 

Strauss’s work is transcendental 
descriptive music, with “symphony” 
attached out of courtesy. Nothing 
that is possible for the orchestra to 
do is impossible for Strauss, and he 
has made a number of things possi- 
ble that before seemed improbable. 
He is a giant of technique, beneath 
which one catches the glimmer of a 
fine soul occasionally shini 
through. The “Alpine Symphon 
reveals this at times, in certain su- 
perb emotional heights it reaches. 
Although I expected to find more 
mere noise than I did, there ts still 
noise enough, but eless 
much beauty besides. 

ACUTE REALISM. 

Strauss has ever striven for acute 
realism in his symphonic poems, and 
he gives you cow bells and the Dieat-

MUNICIPAL FAIDURE. 
Senator Irwin has aroused the ire of 
municipal ownership theorists by introduc- 
ing a bill in the State Senate providing 
that municipally owned public utilities 
shall pay the same rate of taxation for the 
port of the State government as those 
by private investors. Exception is 
made of municipal water plants; the 
measure applies to lighting, heating and 
transportation systems and to other forms 


of municipal trading where the city comes 


in competition with private operators. 

Senator Irwin’s bill is based on a recom- 
mendation made by the State Board of 
Equalization in its annual report, which 
calls attention to the fact that the State 
loses more than $1,000,000 a year through 
the exemption of publiclyowned utilities 
taxation. The State loses $150,000 
year because some of the street railways 
San Francisco are municipally owned, 
other cities are considering extensive 
tures in 

of Equalization feels that an injus- 
is being done to the State in depriving 
it of this revenue simply through a change 
in ownership of the property. 

From San Francisco comes the most clam- 
orous protest. The municipal railways of 
that city are valued for assessment pur- 
poses at $8,000,000. If they were com- 
pelled to pay an average assessment of 
$150,000 a year they would show an an- 
nual deficit. Senator Irwin and the mem- 
bers of the Board of Equalization are as 
sailed as “reactionaries” who are trying to 
discredit San Francisco's municipal enter- 
prise. But the United Railroads paid that 
$150,000 before the lines were taken over 
by the municipality... There has been no 
reduction in fares; other sources must 
make up that loss in revenue. Who is 
paying that $150,000 now? 

Edwin Lawrence Godkin, an eminent 
economist, has summed up the attitude 
of the average citizen towards public 
utilities as follows: “ 

“It makes no difference to me where I 
get my gas or water or transportation, pro- 
vided 1 get it good and pure, provided I 
am not forced to take it if I do not want 
it and provided I am not forced to pay for 
anybody else's supply.” 

In the case of the San Francisco munict- 
pal railways the people of the State are 
paying $150,000 a year for the support of 
those lines while nine-tenths of them have 
not even the privilege of riding on the 
cars. Every passenger pays 5 cents just 
as he did when they were privately owned; 
in addition to this the people of the State 
at large must take up that deficit of $150,- 
000. In place of cheapening service it has 
been made more expensive. The municipal 
traders are now crying that if the San 
Francisco municipal lines are compelled to 


pay 5% per cent. of their gross earnings to 


the State it will practically wreck the 
project. 

But how about the privately owned lines 
of street railways in San Francisco and 


elsewhere? Each of these must pay that 


tax along with other minor revenue ex- 
pense. Their only alternative is to go out 
of business. The people of the whole State 
are paying a heavy tribute for the purpose 
of permitting a few theorists to rejoice 


street railways under conditions that exist

not in a Chinese lottery. The law allows the 
shaking of dice for cigars but not the stak- 
ing of a coin on the fall of a card or the 
revolution a wheel.

2 Japan Leads in Divorces. 

In proportion to its population 
Japan leads the world in divorce, ac- 
cording to statistics just compiled 
by government officials. A great 
number of separations come about 
immediately after marriage. 

Whereas, in England the propor- 
tion of divorce is only two to every 
20,000 marriages and in the United 
States it is 82, in Japan there are 
no fewer than 173 divorces to every 
20,000 marriages. Most of the di- 
vorces recorded have been brought 
about by “mutual consent,” and 
through the efforts of the go-be- 
tweens responsible for the original 
union. They were accomplished 
without submission to court or law. 
Out of the 59,000 divorces which 
were effected between 1883 and 1902 
only 409 cases were obtained by 
lawsuits. 

The divorce report says: “This 
remarkable state of affairs is at- 
tributable to the fact that ideas of 
individual] rights and obligations as

of the law are but scantily devel- 
oped in the minds of the Japanese 
people.
